One  amendment  was  passed 
by  the  nearly  300  faculty  mem- 
bers present  at  the  meeting. 
Proposed  by  Lyman  Smart,  as- 
sitant  professor  of  English,  the 
amendment  set  the  program  in 
motion  for  the  spring  semester 
on  a tentative  basis. 

He  asked  that  this  be  done  so 
that  a survey  might  be  taken 
of  results  on  GPA’s  to  determine 
what  the  proposed  system  would 
do  to  students’  grade  averages. 

A second  amendment,  that  A 
plus  grades  be  offeredv  was  de- 
feated by  the  faculty.  Discussion 
centering  around  this  proposal 
involved  whether  or  not  the  pro- 
posed system  would  be  harmful 
to  the  standing  of  top  students 
in  the  straight  A category. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  4- 
point  grade  system  is  standard 
in  the  nation  and  that  students 
going  on  from  BYU  with  grade 
averages  exceeding  four  points 
might  find  difficulty  in  the  eval- 
uation of  their  GPA’s  by  other 
schools. 

Several  faculty  members,  in- 
cluding Dr.  Hales,  pointed  out 
that  over  a period  of  several 
years  the  refined  system  would 
average  out  because  students 
would  be  receiving  both  plus 
and  minus  grades  which  would 
in  part  offset  each  other. 

In  order  to  offset  a C minus 
a student  would  have  to  earn  9 
C plus.  Under  the  present  sys- 
tem In  order  to  offset  a D,  a 
student  must  earn  a B grade 
with  equivalent  hours. 

The  new  system  will  not  af- 
fect the  university’s  regulation 
that  requires  a 2.0  grade  aver- 
age in  order  to  be  graduated, 
it  was  pointed  out  bv  Vice-Pres- 
ident Farl  C.  Crockett  who  con- 
ducted the  meeting.  This  oues- 
tlon  was  raised  bv  Dean  Armin 
Hill  of  the  College  of  Physical 
and  Engineering  Sciences. 

Dean  Hill  brought  up  the 
point  that  some  classes  require 
a C in  order  to  pass  and  that  in 
some  cases  the  two  point  aver- 
age is  con.sidered  the  biV‘aking 
Tx>int  between  passing  and  fail- 
ing. 

Dr.  Halo«»  and  his  committee 
will  continue  tbelr  studv  and 
will  be  In  charge  of  comnlling 
data  resulting  from  this  spring’s 
trial.

India  seeks 

GENEVA  (UPI>  — The  non- 
aligned  nations  sought  today  to 
turn  the  17-nation  disarmament 
conference  into  a series  of  in- 
formal, off-the-record  meetings 
in  which  they  could  quiz  the 
United  States  and  Russia 
searchingly  about  their  rival  dis- 
armament plans. 

Informed  sources  said  the  idea 
suggested  by  India  was  that  the 
United  States  -and  Russia,  as 
permanent  co-chairmen,  should 
start  setting  up  the  private  ses- 
sions quickly. 

India’s  Defense  Minister  V.  K. 
Krishna  Menon,  was  reported  to 
have  told  the  conference  he 
thought  little  of  the  Soviet  plan 
to  establish  nuclear  free  zones 
in  Central  Europe.  Asia  and  Af- 
rica. because  he  doubted  any 
zone  anywhere  would  be  free  in 
the  event  of  a nuclear  catastro- 
phe. 

But  Brazil  came  out  strongly 
in  support  of  the  Soviet  scheme 
and  also  demanded  that  the  Unit- 
ed States  cancel  its  plans  for 
nuclear  tests.

French,  Rebels 
reach  settlement 

EVIAN,  FKANC’E  (UPH  — 
Hopes  for  an  early  end  to  the 
Algerian  cease-fire  negotiations 
rose  today  with  the  settlement 
of  the  most  difficult  military 
questions. 

French  officials  and  Algerian 
Rebel  leaders  seeking  an  end  to 
the  7i  year-old  Algerian  war  re- 
fused to  comment  on  their  talks, 
but  sources  close  to  the  confer- 
ence said  spirits  in  bo4h  camps 
had  taken  a dramatic  turn  up- 
ward. 

Sources  close  to  the  French 
delegation  said  the  negotiators 
had  reached  an  agreement  on 
the  key  issue  of  what  to  do  with 
guerrilla  units  of  the  Rebel  Army 
after  the  cease-fire  is  declared. 

Rebel  sources  said  the  French 
virtually  had  agreed  to  let  the 
approximately  9,000  Rebel  sol- 
diers in  Algeria  remain  in  terri- 
tory they  now  occupy.  Previous- 
ly. the  French  insisted  that  the 
Rebel  troops  be  confined  to  cer- 
tain small  areas,  depending  on 
French  troops  for  provisions. 


JUNIOR  CANDIDATES  are 
vice-presidential  hopefuls  Cliff 
Fleming,  227,  against  Dave 
Grow,  590,  and  secretarial  can- 
didates, Betty  Jo  Vance,  332, 
against  Joan  Wagstaff,  486.

Grandmother, 
Vassar  grad, 
to  speak  at  Y 

An  Iowa-born,  Vassar  College- 
educated  grandmother-  who  has 
called  Africa  her  home  for  one 
third  of  her  adult  life  will  speak 
at  Monday's  forum  assembly. 

MRS.  3IARGARET  Carson 
Hubbard  first  went  to  Africa  in 
the  1920’s.  She  lived  for  three 
years  in  the  bush  country  of 
Northern  Rhodesia  and  Portu- 
gese East  Africa  collecting  wild- 
life specimens  and  learning  the 
native  language. 

Throughout  the  latter  part  of 
the  1920’s,  Mrs.  Hubbard  helped 
in  the  production  of  “Adven- 
tures In  Africa,’’  a motion  pic- 
ture filmed  on  the  Kafue  Flats 
of  Northern  Rhodesia  which  was 
later  distributed  in  the  United 
States. 

AGAIN  IN  1935,  Mrs.  Hub- 
bard returned  to  the  Union  of 
South  Africa  to  take  movies  of 
gold  mining  in  the  Rand  and 
Johannesburg. 

Following  wartime  service 
with  the  U.S.  Military  Intelli- 
gence during  1943-45,  she  was 
transferred  to  the  U.S.  State 
Dept,  and  sent  to  the  Union  of 
South  Africa  as  vice  consul. 

IN  1952  THE  speaker-wrU#?r 
returned  to  the  Union  and  to 
Northern  Rhodesia  twreport  on 
the  political  and  social  scene  for 
the  Christian  Science  Monitor. 
For  over  a decade,  Mrs.  Hub- 
bard has  written  reports  on  Af- 
rica for  the  Atlantic  Monthly. 

Mrs.  Hubbard  has  written 
three  books  on  her  African  trav- 
els and  is  currently  working  on 
a fourth  book.

Studenf  urges  study 
of  scientific  heresies 

EDITOR’S  NOTE — The  following  article  contains  observations  on  Dr. 

Harold  J.  Bhseil’s  work  “Revolution  versus  Evolution’’  which  recently 

appeared  in  Wye  Magazine. 

If  the  thesis  stated  at  the  outset  of  the  article  “Revolution 
vs.  Evolution”  be  .correct,  that  men  may  be  simply  and  broadly 
categorized  as  believers  in  evolution  or  revolution,  and  that  one  s 
philosophy  of  life  depends  upon  his  answer  to  the  title  question, 
into  what  category  might  one  place  our  politically  revolutionary 
“brethren”  of  eastern  Europe  and  Asia  who  accept  organic  evo- 
lutiop,  as  an  'important  element  in  their  Weltanschauung? 

When  one  peruses  the, Lord’s  descriptions  of  coming  events 
in  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  (e.g.  84:87,89  and  133:20-31),  one 
is  struck  rather  forcefully  with  the  impression  that  processes  of  a 
greater  magnitude  than  presently  operating  are  implied.  In  fact, 
does  not  the  Lord’s  reference  to  the  Lands  of  Zion  and  Jerusalem 
being  “turned  back  into  their  own  place,  and  the  earth  shall  be 
like  in  the  days  before  it  was  divided”  (133:24)  imply  that  forces 
of  this  same  order  of  magnitude  have  been  operative  in  the  past 
with  revolutionary  consequences? 

IF  THIS  BE  SO,  MUST  CHRIST  be  now  considered  a “relig- 
ious zealot,”  or  was  it  not  somewhat  unjustified  to  bring  the  Sav- 
ior into  the  controversy  in  the  first  place  by  equating  a belief  in 
political  or , social  evolution  or  revolution  with  support  of  a bio- 
logical or  geological  theory? 

As  to  the  theory  of  organic  evolution  itself,  an  excellent  vol- 
ume critically  reviewing  the  data  which  are  evolution’s  support- 
ing evidences,  and  the  validity  of  the  interpretations  based  upon 
these  data,  has  recently  been  received  by  the  BYU  Library.  The 
author,  Dr.  G.  A.  Kerku't  of  the  Departm^t  of  Physiology  and 
Biochemistry  of  the  University  of  Southampton,  an  evolutionist, 
is  forced  to  conclude  after  a 149-page  examination  of  the  various 
types  of  evidence,  that  the  supporting  evidence  in  favor  of  or- 
ganic evolution  “is  not  sufficiently  strong  to  allow  us  to  consider 
it  as  anything  more  than  a working  hypothesis”  (p.  157). 

For  those  interested,  the  volume  is  entitled,  “Implications  of 
Evolution”  (Pergamon  Press:  New  York,  1960). 

ONE  OF  THE  3IAJOR  revolutionist  villains  Dr.  Bissell  ap- 
parently had  in  mind  as  he  wrote  the  piece  was  University  of 
Utah’s  Dr.  Melvin  Cook,  who  several  weeks  ago,  delivered  here 
some  unorthodox  views  concerning  the  breaking  up  of  the  con- 
tinents into  their  present  forms  from  one  original  land-mass,  the 
implied  period  of  time  for  this  catastrophic  event  being  on  the 
order  of  hundreds  rather  than  millions  of  years. 

-’'Dr.  Bissell’s  concern  as  an  orthodox  geologist  is  obvious,  as 
he  was  no  doubt  asked  by  many  inquisitive  students  as  to  the 
tenacity  of  this  hypothesis.  One  can  just  imagine  several  mem- 
bers of  the  chemistry  and  physics  faculties  shudder  with  horror 
if  the  suggestion  were  seriously  presented  by  a prominent  geol- 
ogist that  relativity  or  quantum  mechanics  were  erroneous  explan- 
ations for  phenomena  that  could  just  as  well  be  explained'  using 
classical  Newtonian  physics. 

And  yet,  perhaps  the  hypothetical  geologist,  although  some- 
what out  of  his  element,  might  have  important  new  insights.- 
Dr.  Kerkut  in  the  aforementioned  book,  has  a refreshing  view 
on  scientific  attitudes  that  is  commended  to  the  faculty  as  well 
as  the  students. 

‘TT  WOULD  SEE3I  a good  principle  to  encourage  the  study 
of  ‘scientific  heresies.’  There  is  always  the  danger  that  a reader 
might  be  seduced  by  one  of  these  heresies  but  the  danger  is  nei- 
ther as  great  nor  as  serious  as  the  danger  of  having  scientists 
brought  up  in  a type  of  mental  strait-jacket  or  of  taking  them 
so  quickly  through  a subject  that  they  have  no  time  to  analyse 
and  digest  the  material  they  have  ‘studied.’ 

A careful  perusal  of  the  heresies  will  also  indicate  the  facts 
in  favor  of  the  currently  accepted  doctrines,  and  if  the  evidence 
against  a theory  is  overwhelming  and  if  there  is  no  satisfactory 
theory  to  take  its  place  we  shall  just  have  to  say  that  we  do 
not  yet  know  the  answer.”  (page  157). 

THE  SUGGESTION  of  Dr.  Kerkut  has  aroused  the 'interest 
of  some  students  who  have  seen  it.  This  writer  has  himself,  in 
the  course  of  several  years,  come  across  some  alternative  explan- 
ations, of  varying  degrees  of  merit,  for  the  bases  of  our  modern 
sciences  (evolution,  relativity,  etc.), 

If  sufficient  interest  is  demonstrated,  it  might  not  be.  a bad- 
idea  at  some  future  date  to  make  available  short  synopses  of  the 
main  ideas  of  these  “scientific  heresies”  fpr  the  bene*fit  of  those 
who  might  want  to  draw  their  own  conclusions  as  to.  the  strengths 
and  weaknesses  of  the  currently  accepted  doctrines.

3 carrots,  diet'd 
1 cup  green  Ih'uiis  (raw) 

Sprinkle  cubes  of  meat  \vith 
salt  and  pepper,  roll  in  flour, 
and  brown  in  shortening.  Add 
water,  cover,  and  .simmer  until 
tender— about  two  or  three 
hours.  Add  vegetables,  season 
to  taste  with  salt  and  pepper, 
and  continue  to  simmer  over 
low  heat,  covered,-  until  veget- 
ables are  tender.  Stir  occasion- 
ally, and  it  may  be  necessary  to 
add  more  water. 

A recipe  like  this  is  a goo^d 
way  to  use  up  some  of  your 
week’s  supply  of  leftover  veg- 
etables, too.  in  addition  to  the 
ones  listed  in  the  recipe. 

Also,  if  some  of  the  people 
you  will  be  serving  can’t  eat 
onions  or  don’t  dare  eat  them 
because  of  a big  date  later,  try 
a little  of  the  minced  onion  that 
you  can  find  on  the  grocer's 
.shelves.  It  will  give  your  stew 
an  onion  flavor  without  any  un- 
pleasant after-effects. 

If  you’re  in  a hurry,  use  ham- 
burger in  place  of  stewing  beef. 
Brown  it,  add  water  and  veg- 
etables as  instructed  above,  and 
simmer  until  vegetables  are  ten- 
der.

Honor  Council  accepts  six  membe 


Six.  new  Honor  Council  mem- 
bers were  selected  this  week 
from  a field  of  over  40  appli- 
cants. 

The  new  councilmen  will  fill 
vacancies  left  by  council  mem- 
bers who  have  recently  resigned, 
according  to  Wayne  Boyack, 
chairman. 

THREE  POLITICAL  science 
majors — Andrew  L.  Demetrop- 
oulos, freshman  from  Sherman 
Oaks,  Calif.;  Vede  Gilchrist, 
sophomore  from  Raymond,  Al- 
berta, Canada;  and  Farrell  L. 
Lines,  senior  from  Kirtland, 
N.  M.,  are  new  councilmen. 

Beatrice  M.  Goff,  a Salt  Lake 
City  freshman,  and  Janice 
Green,  a sophomore  from  Yuma, 
Ariz.,  both  are  elementary  edu- 
cation majors,  have  been  chosen. 

Gordon  H.  Thompson,  a psy- 
chology major  from  Warsaw, 
Ind.,  was  also  appointed. 

OF  THE  15  hopefuls  six  were 
' selected  after  three  interviews 
and  a personality  test  given  by 
the  counseling  service,  Boyack 
said.  The  new  councilmen  will 
assume  their  duties  immediate- 

ly. 

The  executive  committee  of 
the  Qouncii  began  this  year’s  ac- 
tivity last  summer  by  sending 
letters  explaining  the  Honor 
Code  to  new  students  and  con-' 
ducting  group  discussions  dur- 
ing orientation  week,  according 
to  the  Ho.nor  Council  fall  se- 
mester report. 


Nearly  100  applications  for 
this  year’s  council  were  received 
in  September.  Forty  applicants 
were  selected  for  further  testing 
and  interviewing  by  the  Coun- 
seling Service  and  interviews  by 
council  executives.  From  these 
applicants,  13  council  members 
were  chosen. 

AFTER  TRAINING  new  mem- 
bers in  principles  of  counseling 
and  case  procedure  through 
mock  cases,  official  work  began. 

Council  members  operate  on 
the  principle  that  one  is  free  to 
choose  whether  or  not  he  wishes 
to  abide  by  the  Honor  Code. 

Members  are  required  to  meet 
individually  with  an  offender  to 
determine  whether  violatio.n  has 
occurred,  to  help  the  violator 
understand  his  relationship  to 
the  Honor  Code  and  to  help  him 
change  his  behavior,  according 
to  the  report. 

THE  FALL  semester  report 
said  that  council  policy  resulted 
in  about  75  per  cent  of  the  vio- 
lators receiving  interviews  and 
agreeing  to  live  the  Honor  Code. 

Some  of  them  received  coun- 
seling assistance  over  a period 
of  weeks  in  order  to  improve 
their  conduct.  Others  either  vol- 
untarily withdrew  from  school 
or,  having  decided  not  to  live 
by  the  Honor  Code,  were  not 
allowed  to  return  for  spring  se- 
mester.
